and denied that Mrs. Castel- 
lani’s husband was planning 
to many another woman, told 
the jury of three men and 
thro* women that they bad 
to decide whether it was a 
case of suicide, accidental 
death or homicide.

Surely none in hi* right mind wU object to 
such words as "rendezvous" or "camouflage" and any 
of a thousand others adopted into English from the 
French. 

After all, modem languages of the West have

Bcctfh. birch and oak leaves are far 
and away the most useful from the 
gardener's potnt of view, chiefly be¬ 
cause the stalks and stems rot down 
at about the same rale as lhe leaf 
material proper. Ash and horse chest¬ 
nut leaves suffer in comparison in that 
they have, very tough stalks and mid¬ 
ribs. and those take a lone time to 
decay; by tlie time they are rotted 
down, the leaf material is TOO well 
rotted and not very good for potting 
mixtures. Like putting the potatoes In 
a stew too soon by the time the meat 
is cooked, the potatoes are mush. 


other primroses and for potting up

•twigs should ne'er, be sifted out of such 
leaf fftould. as they seem 1o contribute 
something to the health and well-being 
of the plants. Primroses m their wild 
state Have a decided preference for 
clustering around the foot of a birch 
tree, and I iielieve there is some kind 
of affinity between them.

There are roughly three grades of 
useful material to be obtained from 
piles of rotting leaves: (l)Coarse stuff 
formed by undeeayed stalk fibres, very 
small twigs and woody prunings. This 
is a long-lasting material, especially 
good for use as a surface mulch around 
shrubs and herbaceous perennials. (2i 
Flaky leaf mould, which is a mixture 
of firm particles ranging from the size 
of a dime down to almost powder, 
grand stuff for potting mixtures and 
especially relished by begonias. African 
violets and gloxinias. (3l Fine, black 
mould in which no leaf portions cpn he 
recognized. This materia] is useful for 
putting more "hody" and water-holding 
capacity into sandy oT“gravelly ground, 
but it must be used cautiously and 
sparingly in potting mixtures na It 
tends to clog the drainage. 


First. I don't think it is quite correct 
to think of your pile of leaves as fer¬ 
tilizer. Leaves DO contain plant foods, 
lait in very small amounts as compared 
with a bog of chemical fertilizer, ^heir 
value to the soil lies mostly in the 
improvement of soil texture and mois¬ 
ture-holding capacity that comes from 
digging in bulky organic matter. I can't 
think of a single kind of leaf which 
isn't good for the garden when properly 
composted, and this includes pine 
needles, holly, laurel, arbutus and even 
tea leaves and coffee grounds. But just 
as the woods of different tree* vary in 
hardness and resistance to rot. so do 
ihrir leavrs. You may remember the 
English cockney's precept on beer; ' All 
beer is good beef, hut some beer 1s 


At the other end of the scale, some 
leaves such as hawlhorn decompose too 
quickly, and their bulk and fibre con¬ 
tent is lost too soon. The continued use 
of the quick-rotting kinds in potting 
mixtures result* in a "soap" soil. All 
such leaves, the very tough and the 
very tender, arc better used in the 
general - purpose compost heap rather 
than in the special heap reserved for 
manufacturing high-grade leaf mould. 

Leaves collected from under birch 
trees are especially valuable, and make 
an ideal leaf mould for polyanthus and
